County of Vulcan 
Tax Collections 
Set New Record 

All records for early tax 
collection in the County of Vul¬ 
can have been broken this year, 
Secretary-Treasurer D. D. Mc¬ 
Queen reports. 

Over <470,000 of the total levy 
of approximately <000,000 had 
been paid by the end of June, 
with the phenomenal amount of 
<450,000 being received in the 
month of June alone. Receipts 
to date amount to over 70 per 
cent' of the total levy, slightly 
better than the percentage re¬ 
ceived during the same period 
last year. 

This percentage of taxes paid 
within a few short weeks after 
tax notices were mailed out 
would be considered good in any 
year and in these days of small 
wheat quotas and general short¬ 
age of ready cash is particularly 
noteworthy. 

Despite present wheat mar¬ 
keting difficulties, farmers of 
the County are apparently de¬ 
termined to keep their taxes 
paid up. This situation reflects 
well on the County as a whole 
and compares very favorably 
with other counties and munici¬ 
palities In the province.'

For a mild disinfectant wash add 
1 quart of carbolic acid to the a- 
bove whitewashes. For a strong 
germicidal whitewash add 2 qts. 
of crude carbolic acid to any of 
the above. Application—(Best re¬ 
sults can only be secured on good 
clean surfaces, free from dirt, scale 
or greases. Just before applying the 
face should be dampened so that 
the whitewash will dry slowly, as 
this will help to prevent chalking 
and rubbing off. Whitewash may 
be applied with a brush or sprayer. 
A good wide brush should be used, 
and the whitewash should not be 
“brushed out” butt laid on in a thin 
even coat. If a sprayer is to be used 
the whitewash should be strained 
through two or three thicknesses 
of cheese cloth. In estimating quan¬ 
tities:— one gallon will cover ap¬ 
proximately 225 sq. ft. of wood, 270 
sq. ft. of plaster or 180 sq. ft. of
